mains one of the greatest of mysteries,' 
is believed by i\lr;Beresfbrd lnagram, 
an English Dhysicist, to embrace three 
concentric spheres. 
The solid nucleus 


he supposes 
to be between 
3000 and 


7000 miles in diameter, 
and this is 


surrounded 
by a liquid substratum, 


outside of which is the crust, various- 
ly estimated 
at 70 to 2000 miles in 


thickness. 
More than 'two centuries 


ago, a similar theory, ; including 
the 


slow rotation of the inner solid sphere 
on a different. axis from that of the 
entire globe, was held by Dr. Edmund 
Unlley to account for the changes 
-in 


the earth's magnetism. 
The axis 
of 


the nucleus 


1 was thought to have been 


originallythat 
\u25a0' of the entire globe, 


and to the change, 
of course, 
was 


attributed the !deluge. 
The earth's 


internal heat, itis now pointed 
out, 


may be accounted for by the.friction 
of the differently rotating bodies. 
As 


the entire globe is about 5 1-2 times 
as heavy as water while, the rooks at 
the surface average only about 2 1-2 it 
is assumed that suoh heavy substances 
as gold and platinum

years 
during 


the first half of his life. In 1863, 
when nearly 60 years, old he started 
for California, 
crossing 
the plains 


accompained 
by his 
wife and 
two 


daughters, and G. M. Blair, his son- 
in-law.. 
After staying some time he 


returned to the 
east 
with bis wife, 


the latter dying in 1886, 
in Deleran, 


Wisconsin. 
Shortly afterward, 
Mrs 


Kichtmyer made a visit'to his home 
in Wisoonsin, 
and on her 
return 


brought her father with her, for the 
purpose of making his home withher 
in Jackson. 
He 
made three trips 


across tbe continent since that time, 
inMay 1888, returning in September 
following; and again in May, 1889, 
and did not return until the 
spring 


of 1890. 
His last trip to Wisconsin 


was in1893, wben be 
was 
nearly 
90 


years 
of age, 
and 
he traveled un- 


attended, 
which 
fact 
alone testifies 


to the remarkable preservation of tbe 
mental and 
physical 
forces 
in tbis 


wonderful man. 
For nearly 
twenty 


years he lived withhis daughter, Mrs 
Richtmyer in Jackson. 
One notable 


feature is tbat he retained 
his eye 


sight, 
with very little impairment, 


almost to tbe last. 
He never used 


spectacles or eye 
glasses, 
and yet he 


could read ordinary 
newspaper 
print 


without any artificial aid. 
His dis- 


tant sight 
was 
equally 
keen. 
He 


could recognize persons passing along 
the street as quickly as one not half 
his age. 


For a year or'more he was not able 


to move around 
much 
outside bis 


home, 
although 
up 
to within four 


months of tbe 
end, 
he could 
walk 


about tbe premises 
with ease. 
His 


memory was retentive 
and clear 
up 


to the time of an accident 
which 


befell him last fall, when be sus- 
tained a fall, striking his head against 
a book case. 
In youthful years 
such 


a mishap wouldbe a trifle,but for this 
centenarian it was a serious blow. He 
failed in mind and body rapidly from 
that time. 
Three days 
before 
death 


he was seized witha stroke of paraly- 
sis, which robbed him of his 
sight, 


and also 
sealed his mental faculties. 


He was of 
a 
kindly 
disposition, 


honored and loved 
by all bis rela- 


tives, and respected 
by all bis ac 


quaintanoes.

FALL UPON 
VETEREN MEN OF THE GOV- 
ERMENT DEPARTMENTS. 


Helen Gould’s Charity. 
In the nam e of her fath er and m oth­ 
er H elen Gould, w ith th e assistance ot 
Elizabeth Altm an, annually distributes 
$500,000 in charity. 
Probably Miss 
Gould supports directly and indirectly 
more charities than any other one per­ 
son living. 
H er donations annually 
reach 500 or more beneficiaries. 
H er 
total disbursem ents during th e last 
eight years—and they are all made 
w ith business judgm ent and through a 
perfect system —reach $4,000,000. 


C ongress P reparing to Cutl S a la ries 
and D isch arge Older E m ployees 
Who 
H ave S p en t B e st Y ears of 
Life 
in S erv in g Uncle Sam ., 


The blow, w hich th e older govern­ 
m ent clerks a t W ashington have for 
som etim e feared, is about to fall, and 
if th e H ouse of R epresentatives follows 
its apparent intention, the clerks of 
65 years old and over, w ill have th eir 
pay cu t from 25 to 50 percent. 
The investigation carried on by the 
A ppropriation Comm ittee, show s th a t 
over $2,000,000 is annually paid to 
clerks over 65 years of age, and th a t 
if the plan proposed is carried out, over 
75 percent of these w ill be reduced, 
This w ill m ean th a t m any fa ith fu l em­ 
ployees of the governm ent, who have 
grown old in th e service of th e ir coun­ 
try, w ill suddenly find th eir incom es 
cut nearly in half. 
I t is often stated th a t the average 
governm ent job is an easy one, w ith 
short hours and good pay, so th a t there 
is 
som ething 
of 
a 
disinclination 
throughout th e country to feel o r ex­ 
press m uch sym pathy for the govern­ 
m ent clerk who is reduced, o r per­ 
chance, dism issed for any reason. As a 
m atter of fact, however, these posi­ 
tions la W ashington, a re m ost try in g 
and unprofitable (unless we except a 
few cases, in w hich the w ork is tech­ 
nical, w ith th e possibility of leading 
to b etter th in g s outside in th e com­ 
m ercial w orld), and a fter a few years 
of service, leave th e incum bent w ith­ 
out th e capability of m aking his way 
in business, if suddenly throw n upon 
his own resouriies. 
Most of th e governm ent bureaus are 
large offices, w here a clerk may be en­ 
gaged for years in a single line of 
work, his knowledge and experience, 
although narrow and circum scribed, 
thus becoming valuable to the govern­ 
m ent. 
In th e m eantim e, his salary has 
been barely com m ensurate w ith his liv­ 
ing expenses, and although som e of the 
governm ent 
employees 
w ith 
th rifty 
wives m ay have been able to buy a 
modest home, the proportion of these 
is not large. 
Then, after tw enty years of confining 
and uninspiring labor, comes h is dis­ 
charge, and he finds him self complete­ 
ly o at of touch w ith all form er busi­ 
ness know ledge and relations, unable 
to earn as m uch in a new line of life 
as could his recently graduated son.

R estore Life A fter Death. 


Claim T h a t Victims of L lectric C hair 
Can Be B ro u g h t B ack to Life. 
To be able to restore life after elec­ 
trocution is the claim of J. M. Berger, 
an expert electrician, who states th at 
by his method a person electrocuted at 
one of our prisons, and pronounced 
dead by the attending physicians, may 
be restored to life. 
H is only require­ 
m ents are th a t he be allowed to take 
th e body w ithin fifteen m inutes after 
life is pronounced extinct and th a t the 
brains be not baked or the lungs car­ 
bonated. 
Mr. B erger states th a t he, him self, 
received m ore volts than are supposed 
to be necessary to kill a m an and th at 
he knows of cases w here as high as 
3000 and 4000 volts have gone through 
m en’s bodies and they have been re­ 
stored to life and health. 
H e cites as an illustration, the case 
of Joseph Averell, a B altim ore line­ 
man, who was caught in an alternating 
current of 3000 voltage and throw n 
from a pole to the m iddle of the street. 
He was removed a t once to th e city 
hospital and emergency treatm en t was 
quickly applied. 
Both of his hands 
w ere burned to a crisp and his skull 
was alm ost fractured by the fall to 
the street, bu t he recovered. 
Mr. B erger’s method is very sim ple 
and one th a t he claim s m ay be followed 
by any person who is cool-headed and 
not likely to become excited. 
H e lays 
the victim of electrocution on his back 
w ith a rolled coat or blanket under his 
shoulders so th a t the head is allow ed to 
fall backw ards. 
The operator should 
kneel behind the head of the patient, 
facing him , grasp the elbows and draw 
them well over the head, so as to bring 
them alm ost together above and hold 
them th ere for tw o or. three seconds. 
He should then carry the elbows down 
to th e sides and fro n t of th e chest, 
firmly com pressing it by throw ing his 
w eight upon the elbows. 
A fter two or three seconds, the arm s 
should be carried ahove the head and 
the sam e m anoeuversshouldberepeated 
a t th e rate of fifteen or sixteen tim es 
a m inute. The operators m ust rem em ­ 
ber th a t the m anipulation m ust be con. 
ducted w ith m ethodical deliberation, 
ju st as described, and never hurriedly 
or half heartedly. In addition to this, 
the tongue m ust he draw n out to free 
the throat. 
A cloth should he used in 
holding th e tongue so it w ill no t slip, 
it m ust be draw n out w hen th e arm s 
are held above the head and allowed to 
recede when th e chest is compressed.

A word more before I leave the beau­ 
tifu l city of St. A ugustine in Sunny 
Florida, although the whole of our 
v isit w as not made as a m aiter of fact 
in sunshine. 
We w ent into the old 
C athedral w ith its three bells “all in a 
row,” and one sm aller hell hanging 
above, one of these being the oldest bell 
in th e U nited States. We also visited 
th ree of the principal churches in the 
city— the pretty Episcopal, the unique 
M ethodist, and the beautiful Presby­ 
terian church, the last a m em orial built 
by Mr. Flagler for his only daughter. 
F o rt M arion, one of the sights of St. 
A ugustine is an old Spanish fort, de­ 
serted, bu t kept in repair for visitors. 
We climbed the fam ous stairw ay to the 
ram parts w here the view of bay, h ar­ 
bor, tow n and ocean Is so fine. 1 stood 
in th e sentinel tow ers on the four 
corners of the F o rt and alm ost im ag­ 
ined I could see the enemy approaching. 
To me the quaint old streets of the 
tow n where most fascinating; there are 
no sidewalks, and one has to hug the 
w alls in order not to he run over; 
second story verandas are not uncom­ 
mon and one can easily shake hands 
w ith his neighbor on the opposite ver­ 
anda or balcony. One of th e very oldest 
houses is built of cochina; a natural 
shell conglomerate, and has a game 
roof covered w ith moss, from which 
has sprung a, grow th of bright green, 
ten inches high. 
A t night it is an interesting sight to 
saunter through these narrow pictures­ 
que streets, lined on each side w ith 
shops, where the curiosity seeker could 
find alligators stuffed in every size, 
from th e little ones, ju st coming out 
of th eir shells, to the great big fellows 
that made you shudder, they looked so 
life-like. .H undreds of pretty things in 
palm etto, shells, etc. were also exhibit­ 
ed. All of th is we saw in the rain and 
m ist—some of the tim e under an um ­ 
brella, a t other tim es too interested to 
rem em ber (hat it rained. 
Deep Blue Skies. 
On the last day w hich we spent in 
St. A ugustine, the sun came out, the air 
was w arm and balm y, th e sky azure 
tlu e w ithout a cloud, and I had my 
’’cart's desire of seeing St. Augustine 
bathed in w inter sun shine. Carriages 
w ere being driven everywhere, side­ 
w alks w ere crowded, th e hotel courts 
and th e plaza, and even the hotels 
them selves looked so beautiful I wished 
T m ight be a p art of it all for a month. 
We sat in th e Casino, w atching the 
bathers in the large m arble sw im m ing 
pool, and listening to th e m usic by the 
M arine Band. 
The scene was gay w ith 
flogs and banners of all nations w hile 
the crowd kept com ing arid going like 
a kaleidiscope picture. A fter dinner we

DANGER TO THE HOMESTEAD IX 
ATTEM PTS TO PROVIDE LIVE 
STOCK GRAZING. 


M easures Pending in C ongress to 
Allow Stockmen to Fence 
and 
Graze—Difficulty Lies in Protect­ 
ing Rights of Settlers. 


There is a strong movement afoot, 
and several bills have been introduced 
in this Congress to provide a system 
of renting or leasing the public graz­ 
ing lands of the West at a small charge 
of from one to five cents per acre. 
There are some 300,000,000 acres ot 
western public lands which come under 
the general classification of “Grazing 
Lands,” some of which are extremely 
barren in character—almost desert— 
and are capable of sustaining live 
stock at the rate of only about one 
head of cattle to 30 or 40 acres; o.ther 
lands where there is more rainfall, are 
much better for grazing purposes, ana 
some of the best of them are capable 
of sustaining a steer on probably 2, 3 
or 5 acres. Many of the latter class are 
however, suitable for homesteads. 
The difficulty has always been, as it 
is today, to provide a rental plan which 
will give stock raisers a sufficient con­ 
trol of the land to w arrant them in 
fencing it and improving its grazing 
capacity, a t the same tim e leaving the 
conditions such th a t the settler and 
prospective home-steader will at all 
times have free access thereto. 
Under the improved methods of farm ­ 
ing advocated by the Department of 
Agriculture, and the new drought re­ 
sisting crops which are being intro­ 
duced by th at Department, large tracts 
hitherto considered fit for nothing but 
grazing, are being constantly brought 
under the head of agricultural land. 
The climatic conditions of the inter­ 
mountain region are extremely varied, 
and the settler (where he Is not hin­ 
dered by stock growing interests which 


a leasing bill which will give some pro­ 
tection to the overcrowded grazing 
lands and at th-. same time afford the 
honest settler an advantage at all times 
to establish a home, is considered to be 
a dubious question. Chairman Lacey's 
leasing bill does not seem to be much 
of an improvement upon the measures 
previously brought before Congress. 
Unless the small stockman and the 
homesteader, with 25 or 50 head of 
cattle or a band of 100 or 200 sheep, 
feels that he is to be protected, and not 
driven out of business by the big out­ 
fits, he will kill this bill as he has 
killed all such previous bills which 
have been presented. 
Viewed from a broader standpoint 
the danger to the country lies In tying 
up under lease large areas of fertile 
country which are suitable for home- 
making under their present natural 
condition without irrigation, and which 
are gradually settled as further know­ 
ledge is gained of them, and better 
methods of farm ing them are intro­ 
duced 


STARVATION SELDOM OCCURS. 


Doctor Proves Theory That Terror 
More Freauently Causes Death. 
Dr. Richard A. Terhune, dean of the 
physicians of Passaic, N. Y., by whom 
he was always spoken of affectionately 
as “Doctor Dick” died at his home re­ 
cently of intestinal cancer. He had not 
eaten anything for over a month, and 
to the last bantered his brother prac­ 
titioners on the fact that he was a liv­ 
ing example of his pet theory that no 
one would die of starvation if he had 
plenty of water to drink. 
The aged physician, who was a stal­ 
wart man, 
became ill about seven 
months ago. He speedily diagnosed his 
ailment as intestinal cancer,and gave 
out a fatal prognosis of his own case. 
All the Passaic physicians and scares 
more from the neighboring town and 
cities called on him in the months of 
his illness, with many suggestions as 
to treatm ent, but he turned a deaf ear 
to all and only employed such pallia-

are naturally against any settling and 
development of their regions), is con­ 
stantly encroaching upon their graz­ 
ing domain and finding new localities, 
here and there, of a very great aggre­ 
gate extent, where he can acquire a 
successful foothold to carry on agri­ 
cultural operations. 
The Lacey L easing Bill. 
One bill in particular has been intro­ 
duced by Chairman Lacey of the Public 
Lands Committee of the House, and is 
apparently intended to protect small 
stockmen as well as to provent any re­ 
strictions against the settler. In the 
first place it provides that no corpora­ 
tion can lease government land. 
A 
man who had a homestead or owns 
a piece of land, may lease as much as 
3,200 acres, which in most grazing lo­ 
calities would not be an excessive 
amount. 
The measure provides that 
such leases shall not be transferred, 
and that where they include watering 
places there shall be left open a “right 
of way” for other stockmen to pass 
through the land and to use the water 
for their stock. 
It also leaves the 
leased laiid open at all tim es to home­ 
stead entry by actual settlers. 
On the face of it this looks equitable, 
and as though it m ight be administered 
so as not to work to the detrim ent of 
settlem ent and of the small stock­ 
holder. 
On the other hand it seems 
apparent that it would be exceedingly 
difficult to prevent a big cattle corpor­ 
ation from hiring a dozen cowboys to 
take up homesteads in their own names 
erecting thereupon shanty residences, 
as has been done in thousands of cases 
in the West, and simply to hold their 
claims and their 3,200 acres each, of 
leased land, for the benefit of their 
employers; so that a single cattle bar­ 
on might easily acquire the use of 30 
or 40 thousand acres. 
Hard for the Homesteader. 
It is also not at all certain that once 
holding a lease to the land and with a 
fence around it, the cowboy might not 
bulldoze intending settlers into passing 
on to some less hostile region. 
No 
homebuilder, unless he be made of ex­ 
ceedingly stem stuff, cares to attem pt 
making a home in the face of a Win­ 
chester or of threats that if he at­ 
tempts a settlement, his fence wires 
will be cut, his grass all eaten off and 
the place be made so hot for him that 
lie will wish that he had never gone 
into the cow country. This course has 
been pursued by the stockmen w un 
great success in many western sections, 
even where the settler was trying to 
make a home upon free public land, 
where the cattlemen had no shadow of 
legal right to fence or hold it. 
That 
the legal lease-right to fence the land 
and keep other stockmen off would be 
invoked to repel settlement goes with­ 
out saying.

of the river—22 feet wide—just the 
width of the steamer, and the scraping 
and scratching of the branches on 
either side awoke me. 
We stepped out 
on deck, and saw the most wonderful 
sight of all, “The Gates” as it is called. 
Here thr stream is so narrow that the 
branches of the great cypress meet 
overhead, and the gray Spanish moss 
hangs down like a long delicate veil. 
It all seemed very uncanny, as if the 
witches were after us, with gurgling 
water and the disturbed birds scream­ 
ing and crying like lost children. 
The next morning when we left the 
Oklawaha and passed into the Silver 
Spring, the water suddenly became as 
clear as if cut off with a knife. Im­ 
mense gar-fish and cat-fish swam about 
in shoals. A large hawk perched on an 
old dead trunk, and a great blite heron 
winged his stately way, slowly over 
our heads. We soon landed and with 
regret hade good-bye to our pleasant 
fellow travelers. We reached Eustis at 
half past five for it had taken all day 
to make 70 miles. 
At Eustis we spent nearly two weeks, 
surrounded by lakes and pine woods. 


A BY-WAY OF ST. AUGUSTINE. 


Each day we drove through the deep 
sand, the horse just walking; but it 
was lovely, lazing along after this fash­ 
ion, through pine woods, tall straight 
trees with a sheaf of leaves at the top, 
and always the gray moss swinging 
gracefully in the breeze. 
M attresses Of Moss. 
This Florida moss, by the way, is 
not moss a t all, but a kind of minute 
pineapple, and it seems that both it 
and the pineapple are true air plants. 
There is no underbrush in these Flori­ 
da pine woods except now and then 
patches of scrub palmetto, which looks 
like the ordinary ornam ental fan palm 
that we cultivate for ornament in the 
north, except th at it never grows high 
nor has any trunk. 
Coming over a little rise we would 
perhaps look down on a pretty lake, its 
banks lined w ith orange groves. Every 
drive we took; showed us several new 
lakes so th at this seems well named 
the Lake Region of the state. 
Colonel T— has a beautiful home 
among the pines, and there I plucked 
my first orange and grape fruit, my 
first lime and lemon. There, also, I saw 
the fragrant blossom, the green orange 
and the ripe, yellow fruit, all growing 
on one tree. One of the finest groves 
we visited contained 1,000 trees, cover­ 
ed with oranges, while many of the 
trees were full of bloom. These bride’s 
flowers look like white wax stars 
among the rich, dark, varnished leaves, 
and the trees met overhead, forming 
arches under which we drove—one of 
the most attractive sights imaginable. 
We pulled all the fru it and blossoms 
we wanted. It is a fascinating experi­ 
ence to stand under a large orange or 
grape-fruit tree, and look up through 
the branches, the leaves so rich and 
green, with golden globes hanging 
from them, their weight sometimes 
bending the branches to the ground, 
and all this wealth of vendure grow­ 
ing out of white sand. 
j 
Picnlclng Among The Oranges. 
On the first day of March we drove 
to the young grove ip. which my hus­ 
band and son were interested, there 
picnicing in the pine woods along­ 
side and sucking oranges by the dozen. 
This reminds me th at when oranges 
are ripe—and the season is six months 
long—you never take a water bottle 
with you when you go driving through 
Florida. 
The mornings and evenings have 
been cool enough for a little fire, but 
the days are like those of our northern 
June. 
We saw bananas growing, and 
the long purplish blossom is very odd. 
The fru it grows exactly upside down. 
Eustis Park is a pretty place; just 
a drive through pine woods almost 
clothed in Spanish moss. They bury 
this moss in the sand to rot off the out­ 
side, the inside fiber making a good, 
substitute for hair which is used in the 
manufacture of mattresses. There are 
several factories, I am told, in the 
State which make fine mattresses out 
of this moss. In the Park the gray 
squirrels chase each other up and 
down the branches, and we counted 
14 in less than two minutes. The blue 
herons fly continually back and forth, 
and the little ponds through the park 
are full of white water lilies.

T hree B egum s of Bhopal W ho Have 
B een a t Head o f a L arge 
N ative State- 
Among th e interesting personages 
whom th e 
Prince and 
P rincess of 
W ales have m et in the course of th eir 
tour through India, none p resents a 
m ore engrossing study than th e woman 
ru ler of th e S tate of Bhopal, N aw ab 
Sultan Jehan, Begum, if th e London 
accounts m ay be regarded as authen­ 
tic. 
The Begum is a daughter and a 
granddaughter of a Begum, and be­ 
tw een them these th ree women have 
ruled, for th e p ast sixty years, the 
destinies of a state com prising nearly 
7,000 square m iles of territo ry and a 
population of a million people. 
The m other of th e p resent ru ler de­ 
scended from th e fam ous Dost Moham­ 
m ad K han, th e founder of the Bhopal 
dynasty. 
She succeeded to th e throne 
in 1868, in w hich year she se n t to 
Q ueen V ictoria a quaint 
le tte r 
ac­ 
know ledging h er m ajesty’s kindness 
in accepting th e dedication of a book 
w ritten by the Begum ’s m other, the 
enlightened Sikandar, describing her 
pilgrim age to Mecca. 
T he book in question is a pictur­ 
esque record of an oriental journey, 
containing an appreciation of the ch ar­ 
acteristics of th a t place as seen and 
understood by an Indian lady. 
The 
Begum seem s to have been p articular­ 
ly struck by th e enorm ous quantities 
of food w’ .h th e inhabitants of Mec­ 
ca w ere able to consum e. She records 
th a t they w ere in th e habit of dispos­ 
ing of five o r six pounds w eight per 
hand per day. 
T hey appeared to thrive on it, how­ 
ever, for th e Begum vouches for the 
fact th a t th e average m an w as so ab­ 
norm ally strong th at he thought noth­ 
ing of carrying a w eight of 900 pounds 
from the stre e t to the top of a house. 
The Begum apparently took a g reat in­ 
terest in building operations in Mec­ 
ca, for she includes in her book a list 
of building m aterials, w ith th eir cost. 


Loyai to England. 
T he loyalty to the B ritish Govern­ 
m ent, to w hich th e p resent Begum ’s 
m other referred in her le tte r to Queen 
V ictoria, w as strikingly exhibited by 
the fam ous S ikandar who ruled dur­ 
ing th e mutiny. 
At th e height of th e insurrection a 
deputation from her arm y gathered 
outside th e palace and expressed 
a 
wish th a t the Begum would pu t her­ 
self at the head of her m en and lead 
them on to Delhi to exterm inate the 
infidel B ritish. 
The Begum prom ised 
to do so, but during the night she, 
w ith a few faithful adherents, caused 
the w hole arm y, consisting of about 
three thousand m en all told, to be dis­ 
arm ed and th eir w eapons hidden. The 
following day she offered to lead them 
unarm ed 
to 
Delhi, 
but 
the 
arm y 
thought b ette r of it. 
T his plucky act 
probably had a great influence on the 
trend of events, and it undoubtedly 
saved the B ritish residents at a neigh­ 
boring tow n from m assacre. 
Bhopal has alw ays been one of the 
m ost friendly of th e Indian States. 
So 
far back as 1778, w hen Gen. Goddard 
m arched across India, Bhopal w as the 
only Indian pow er w hich showed it­ 
self friendly. 
In 1818 the B ritish Gov­ 
ernm ent form ed an alliance w ith Bho­ 
pal, guaranteeing to th e Nawab the 
possession of th e State. 


M ore L iberty for W omen. 
The Shah Gehan Begum, the daugh­ 
te r of Sikandar, succeeded in 1868 and 
proved a m ost w orthy follow er of her 
m other. 
She threw aside the restric­ 
tions of the “purdah,” w hich imposed 
the stricte st seclusion upon 
Indian 
women, and w as alw ays 
accessible, 
conducting business on her own initia­ 
tive w ith th e greatest vigor. M. Louis 
Rousselet, a French explorer, th u s de­ 
scribes a m eeting he had w ith 
her 
m any y ears ago. 
“I had an appointm ent w ith 
H er 
H ighness,” he w rote, “and so I called 
at th e palace, which is full of E uro­ 
pean treasu res and luxuries. 
In the 
room into w hich I w as ushered sa t a 
little girl whom I took to be th e daugh­ 
ter of one of the court nobles, and was 


on the point of addressing her, when 
she rose and w ith a very stately in­ 
clination of her head said: ‘I am the 
Shah Jehan,’ a t th e sam e tim e ex­ 
tending a tiny hand covered w ith jew ­ 
els. 
W hen I had som ew hat recovered 
from m y confusion I noticed that, al­ 
though of dim inutive stature, she had 
a very handsom e, intellectual 
face. 
She wore close fitting pantaloons of 
gold brocade, em broidered jack et and 
a m uslin toque.” 
The present Begum still keeps up 
th e restriction of th e “purdhh.” W hen 
she w as presented to th e P rince of 
W ales a t Indore, she w as crow ned w ith 
gold, her face veiled behind a burka 
of light blue and her figure draped in 
blue of a deeper shade. 
T he reign of women in Bhopal is 
likely to cease w ith th e death of the 
present Begum, for she has two sons 
and a daughter, and the heir-apparent 
is th e oldest son.

as good as purebreds, so fa r a s m arket 
conditions for dressed fow ls and, eggs 
are concerned. 
Choice of variety w ill depend largely 
on the purpose for w hich the fowls are 
kept—w hether eggs alone,both eggs and 
m eat, o r m eat alone is th e chief object; 
w hether w hite-shelled o r brow n shelled 
eggs are desired; and w hether sitters 
o r nonsitters are w anted. 
Egg Breeds.—N onsitters and produc­ 
ers of 
w hite-shelled eggs—Leghorns 
and Minorcas. 
General purpose breeds.— S itters and 
producers of brown-shelled eggs—Ply­ 
m outh Rocks, W vandottes, Orphing- 
tons, and R hode Is’and Reds. 
M eat Breeds.— Sitters and producers 
of brown-shelled eggs—L ight Brahm as, 
Cochins, and Langshans. 
W h a t Kind of H ouses. 
Location.—Select an elevation hav­ 
ing a n atu ral drainage aw ay from the 
building, a dry, porous soil, such as a 
sandy or gravelly loam, being prefer­ 
able to a clay soil. 
Exposure.—As sunlight and w arm th 
are essential to the best success w ith 
poultry, th e buildings should face the 
south. A southeastern exposure is pref­ 
erable to a southw estern one if a 
direct southern exposure cannot be ob­ 
tained. 
Size of House.—The size of the house 
w ill depend alm ost entirely on the 
num ber of birds to be kept. If in flocks 
of forty to sixty, about 5 square feet 
of flour space should be allotted to 
each hen. The building should be high 
enough for th e attendant to avoid 
bum ping his head against the ceiling. 
A H ouse fo rF ifty to Sixty Fow ls. 
The best house for fifty to sixty fowls 
is 20 by 14 feet; fro n t elevation 6% 
feet, back elevation 
514 feet, w ith 
double pitch roof of unequal span. The 
roof, if shingled, should have not less 
than one-third pitch. If roofing paper is 
used, one-quarter pitch will answ er. In 
the front, or south wall there should be 
placed two windows about 1 foot from 
the top and 3 feet from th e ends; 8 by 
10 inches is a good-sized pane to use 
in a tw elve-light sash, m aking the sash 
about 3 by 9 inches high, and 2 feet 5 
inches wide. A door 2% by 6 feet may 
be m ade in one of the end w alls, and 
also a sm all door in the fro n t w all, for 


plenty of exercise. No set rules can be 
given for feeding, as conditions vary, 
and th ere are different m ethods of feed­ 
ing different breeds. 
A good system to follow for w inter 
feeding is m ash once a day and grain 
scattered in the litte r tw ice a day. The 
m ash m ay be fed dry o r slightly m oist­ 
ened. W hen the form er, it is usually 
put into a trough or hopper hung 
against th e wall and the fow ls allowed 
access to it a t all tim es. 
The m ash fed a t th e M aine E xperi­ 
m ent Station is as follows, in th e pro­ 
portions indicated: 
200 pounds w heat bran. 
100 pounds corn meal. 
100 pounds w heat m iddlings. 
100 pounds linseed meal. 
100 pounds gluten meal. 
100 pounds beef scrap.

eggs a year has a value of $2. 
An 
estim ate is m ade th a t $1 a year will 
keep h er in com fortable if not luxuri­ 
ous, q u arters. 
The trouble is th a t 
m illions of barnyard scrubs do not 
yield a hundred eggs a year. 
A ccording t'O G overnm ent authori­ 
ties th e e a rn in g . from th e egg and 
poultry in d u stry am ounts to about 
$280,000,000. 
Cotton, th e king of crops 
w ith a value reaching up to $259,000,­ 
000, is th u s dethroned by th e magnifi- 
cient earnings of th e fowl. 
D uring 1905 th e to tal value of all the 
gold, silver, wool and sheep produced 
in th e U nited S tates w as $272,000,000. 
The w heat crop, considered th e m ost 
valuable of all agricultural products 
had a value in th e sam e period of 
$229,000,000. 
T he 
g reat 
A m erican 
hog, consum ed a t hom e and abroad, 
w as valued a t about $186,529,035. The 
sugar production of th e country was 
only $20,000,000. 
T he combined value 
of th e oat and potato crops w as only 
$160,000,000. 
T he industrioujs little 
gallus dom esticus produces enough 
eggs to require a train of refrigerator 
cars 900 m iles long filled w ith 43,000,­ 
000 crates, each of which holds 360 
eggs. 
The value of th e egg as a food 
product is equal to th a t of any food 
stuff of its size.

A nother m ash m ay be mixed as fol­ 
lows, in the proportions indicated: 
100 pounds corn meal. 
100 pounds ground oats. 
100 pounds w heat bran. 
Young chickens should be fed a little 
a t a tim e and often. If they are given 
ground food alone, there is a great 
danger of overfeeding. Very good re ­ 
sults m ay be obtained by the feeding 
entirely of cracked grains from the 
tim e the chickens are hatched until 
they reach m aturity. There are on the 
m arket m any prepared chick feeds, con­ 
sisting of different m ixtures of suitable 
cracked grains. 
A fter the chickens are 
five or six weeks old, the prepared chick 
feed m ay be dropped and cracked corn, 
cracked w heat, hulled oats, etc., fed to 
them instead. 
If the chickens can not get grass, 
provide green feed such as lettuce and 


m ale parents also csune o f a good lay­ 
ing strain . 


Ducks don’t need w ater to thrive. 
T here are m any farm s in th is country, 
w here thousands of these fowl are 
raised each year for m arket, and where 
there is not even a puddle for them to 
flounder in.

m ents is said to furnish 20,000 ducks 
a year.
